Superintendents 
Organizing 
Their 


Forces to Make Repairs. 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 9.—System- 
atic maintenance of the 8,000 miles 
of road embraced in the 296 main 
highways routes of 
Pennsylvania's 
comprehensive plan for improvement 
of highways has been inaugurated by 
the State Highway Department, and 
the work is expected to show decided 
results before the end of summer. 
Maintenance of the roads taken over 
by the comnjonwealth is imposed up- 
on the state by the Sproul main high- 
way act of 1911, and supervision of 
repair and upkeep is vested in super- 
intendents having charge of one or 
more counties each. 


This repair work is probably one 


of the largest tasks undertaken by 
any state in road improvement, and 
while the amount accomplished this 
year will be limited, owing to the 
comparatively small portion of funds 
at hand for the purpose, the organi- 
zation of operations will be a long 
step in the line of progress. 
The state has been divided into 
districts comprising from four to 
eight counties, and these districts 
have been sub-divided, the .smaller 
divisions being in charge of the road 
superintendents who are responsible 
to the engineers in charge of the 
larger areas. 
The superintendents 
are.. organizing their forces for re- 
pairs, and roads which' have been 
neglected or damaged will be put in- 
to' shape for good traveling, especial- 
ly those in the vicinity of market 
towns, so that farmers may be given 
the. advantage x>f better roads and 
town residents obtain farm produce 
more easily. Gradually the work is 
to be extended as funds are made 
available by the legislature for re- 
pair of all state roads, which will 
naturally result in a stimulus to local 
improvement on township highways, 
many of which connect with main 
highways. 


Repairs will consist of removal of 
humps, dragging, patching, under- 
draining and ditching, roads which 
have been1 built by the state since the 
organization of the Highway Depart- 
ment in,1903 will be put into good 
condition wherever they have been 
allowed to run down, special care' 
will be taken to improve the drain- 
age.

Magnificent Waterfalls and Beautiful 


Canons—Completion of Journey 
Through Nation's Wonderland. 


(Continued From Last Week.) 


The next day we drove close to the 


lake for a longer distance than be- 
fore and finally came to the source of 
the Yellowstone River. 
Here trout 


by the millions, we are safe in saying, 
could clearly be seen in the water 
deep and shallow. 
It was not long 


until our hook secured an enviable 
rainbow trout. 
Now for the third 


time, the Concord Coach tourists en- 
vied the humbler Old Faithful crowd, 
and as the teams went by, more than 
one exclaimed that "I bet the next 
trip I make through here, will be of 
tne camping style." 


At an altitude of 7,690, (so many 


altitudes are given to allow the read- 
er to realize that the road was by no 
means level) the Hayden 
Buffalo 


Valley opened wide and without 
trees. Elk tracks were plentiful, and 
more numerous still were the Pelican 
and ducks that floundered about in 
the Yellowstone. As we passed the 
Crazy Meandering Creek, a badger 
started from the roadside and con- 
tentedly moved away. 
Wild horses 


beat a hasty retreat away out in the 
horizon. 
The sun was bright; the. 


air clear and the experiences new; 
and thus it all came true that no two 
miles of the park would duplicate 
themselves or allow the traveler to 
grow weary. The river narrowed and 
became deeper, and then rushed on 
to form the Rapids. 
To the west of 


the Rapids we pitched tents, or rath- 
er they were pitched for us, at noon. 
-Then we were driven across the beau- 
tiful bridge to the right side of the 
Rapids, and our first glimpse of the 
Yellowstone Falls was afforded. 


For a quarter of a mile above the 


plunge, the water prepares for its dash 
by increasing its speed as it goes 
swirling around the large masses ot 
rock amid the stream. 
Before reach- 


ing the falls, the water makes an ab- 
rupt turn to the eastward presenting 
a beautiful landscape for the camera, 
made up of gentle curves. The height 
of these falls is about 125 feet, 
beautiful, yet not to be compared 
with the Great Falls of the Yellow- 
stone a quarter of a mile below. The 
river between these cascades affords 
splendid brook trout fishing, but we 
did not indulge. 
While apparently 


placid, the river narrows immediately 
above the second fall to exactly 74 
feet before making the awful leap of 
360 feet,into a narrow chasm that in- 
closes the seething waters for a dis- 
tance of 21 miles. Several high pin- 
nacles were mounted from which the 
falls could be seen and the water in 
the canon 1.500 feet below. This is 
a place of distances. Everything ap- 
pears large and magnified, so that the 
first inherent quiz that comes is rela- 
tive to how far, how wide or how 
deep or how high it is from us. From 
Inspiration Point, three miles below, 
a splendid view is secured of the 
falls, the canon, the Castle Rums and 
tne interchanging colors with the 
characteristic Yellow from which the 
Park receives its name. 
No words 


are strong enough; no combination 
of them colored enough, or deep 
enough to tell those far away the 
pleasure the eye and senses receive as 
one gazes with amazement into the 
chasm where the eagle winds his 
droning flight and his home is secure 
from the hands of man. No less than 
. five different places afford exceptional 


views, where we could have stood and 
wondered as we did larer by the edge 
of a similar canon foui times as deep 
and a thousand times as wide, along 
the Colorado, in Arizona. 


Going back our guide offeied to 


escort us down the noted trail to the 
base of the lower falls. 
By means of 


lopes a sheer descent of 732 feet was, 
made along the canon wall, perilous, 
indeed, at places, but well worthy of 
the undertaking, for while at the base 
in the path of the foarn and mist, sur- 
jounded \\itli deafening noise, one 
gets a real idea of the magnitude of 
the water and the great height from 
which it falls. 
Carefully, we picked 


our bteps and followed the course ol 
the stream. 
Two hot spiings were 


encountered at the veiy edge of the 
river or the ranon, the water in iho 
river being very cold in contta.it. Ono

in the open during the summer 
months must be transplanted in a 
greenhouse for winter production, 
but one grower has developed a plan 
of transplanting his greenhouse in- 
stead 
of the plants. 
Five light 


tracks placed on concrete founda- 
tions, were laid lengthwise of the 
carnation beds, and a greenhouse 1^4 
feet long by 35 feet wide, consisting 
of four bays and covering a total 
ground space of 24,360 square feet, 
was built on wheels. Plants are set 
out in the carnation beds in the 
spring and the traveling greenhouse 
is moved into position over them in 
the fall, thus allowing the growing 
process to continue without interrup- 
tion. Pictures of this unusual green- 
house appear in the July Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

They 
sell for $1 at tbe drug store and are 
supposed to be nearest perfect. 


1'lace the two thermometers on the 


same level in warm water in a vessel 
and note tbe reading of both 


If yours differs do uot throw it away, 


but mark the scale and make allow- 
ance for tbe difference v\heu you run 
your machine.

KUFUOS FROM KORRESPONDENTS. 


Q. Are ducks a success at hatching 


hen's eggs? A. No. They think the 
chicks come out too soon and eat 'em 
alive. 


Q. i Can a hen tell when an egg Is 


fertile and if there is a chicken in it? 
A. An egg under incubation soon be- 
gins to develop heat and toward the 
end of hatch gets so hot the hen 
stands up to let her eggs cool. 
The 


germ 
develops 
rapidly. 
Its heart 


beats, it grows and moves in the 
shell and toward the last peeps and 
knocks against the shell. 
Tbe hen 


notes all these manifestations of life. 
She answers the chick and encourages 
it to come out of the shell. Certain 
fowls even break the shell and help 
their young to escape. 


Q. Why do many fanciers feed little 


or no corn in suminer? A. It is too 
heating, causes overfat and Is condu- 
cive to cholera and other digestive dis- 
eases. Overfat retards the molt, cuts 
down the eggs and causes Infertility. 


Q. In plucking geese what is done 


with the tail and wing feathers? A. 
Tail and wings are not plucked; just 
the soft body feathers. 


Q. I have a pair of homers that can 


hatch, but cannot raise squabs. What 
is the trouble? A. Your old birds are 
poor .feeders. 
It is likely old and 


young birds have small throats, an 
obstacle to success with pigeons. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS.

THE SWISS PRESIDENT. 


His Powers Are Quite Limited, and So 


Is His Salary. 


I Tbe president of Switzerland is so 
hedged about by the constitution that, 
except for official purposes and to fa- 
cilitate the exchange of courtesies and 
of amicable understandings with for- 
eign nations, be has no more standing 
than the other six members of the 
council of which he forms a part He 
is elected for one,year, has no official 
residence, and his chief business is to 
sign the documents of the bundesrat 
or council of seven. 
His salary Is in 


our money equal to about $3,600 per 
annum, and there Is no provision for 
private expenses, such as traveling or 
entertaining. He is expected to live 
in the capital of the country during 
the year he holds office. His associate 
members in the bnndesrat get $3,000 a 
year, and they are elected for three 
years, their votes having the same 
force as that of the presldent. 


j As a rule, the president of Switzer- 
land Is before election a member of 
this council and is elected to the high- 
er office without opposition, but In 1S83 
he had a rival, and, though he won In 
the election,, he was unable to support 
what In his country Is looked upon as 
an affront and committed suicide be- 
fore his inauguration. 


In this connection it might be well 


|to note, too, that Switzerland Is the 
.one country on the globe where it costs 
nothing to die, as In certain cantons 
rich and poor are buried at the ex- 
pense ot rhe state.—Harper's Weekly.

TASTEFUL CAKES FOR PAPER 


BAG COOKING. 


By Martha McCulIoch Williams. 
Paper bag cooking 
seems to me 


Ideal for plum cake, which needs to 
b© made well done throughout with- 
out hardening the outer part to a lava 
«rust. Wherefore, the place of honor 
•lor White House plum, cake, the ver- 
itable article provided 
for th« last 


three incumbents of the White House. 
I am sure the Inventor and compound- 
er of it, the excellent Mrs. W. H. Wil- 
son of Nashville, Tenn., will not mere- 
ly forgive but applaud this Infringe- 
ment upon her copyright, since she Is 
the soul of generosity, no less than 
the queen of cooks, and high priest- 
ess In the fine art of cake making. 


Here Is, verbatim, her receipt for: 
President's Fruit Cake.—One pound 


butter, one pound sugar, twelve eggs, 
beaten separately, one pound flour, 
browned and sifted, four and a half 
pounds seeded raisins, one and a half 
pounds homemade citron, one glass 
grape jelly, two teaspoonfuls melted 
chocolate, 
one 
pound 
crystallized 


cherries, one pound .crystallized pine- 
apple, one pound blanched almonds 
cut fine, one pound shelled pecans, 
•cut small, one tablespoon cinnamon, 
one 
tablespoon 
nutmeg, 
one-half 


tablespoonful 
alspice, one-half 
tea- 


cpoonful cloves, one-half glass cordial 
mixed with spices, one glass grape 
juice or whiskey. Soak almonds over 
night in two teaspoons 
rosewater. 


Soak fruit over night in grape juice 
or whiskey. Cream butter and sugar 
light; 
add well beaten yolks, then 


cordial and spices, jelly and choco- 
late. Next, add beaten whites and 
then fruit rolled in. some of the flour. 
Add nuts last. Bake or steam four 
to six hours. 
Use either large or 


small molds. If steamed, dry off In 
slow oven one hour. 


Instead of steaming, cook either In 


tin molds, lined with paper, obtained 
by cutting up a' paper cooking bag, 
and sealed inside other "bags, or else 
in cases made from the bags, or In 
small bags very well buttered. 


I wonder was it the heady appetite 


of youth which made spice cake my 
special delight? 
Cream a big cup of 


butter, beating into it, one after an- 
other, seven yolks of eggs. When very 
light, add two 
full 
cups of light 


brown sugar, a cup of black molasses, 
the best obtainable, a small tumbler 
of blackberry cordial, a tablespoon- 
ful of powdered alspice, half as much 
powdered ginger, a teaspoonfui pow- 
dered cloves, three grated nutmegs, a 
generous pinch 
o± powdered cinna- 


mon, 
half a saltspoonful of fresh- 


ground black pepper, and the merest 
dusting of cayenne. When all these 
are beaten In smooth, add four cupa 
of flour ,lightly browned and sifted 
twice with half a teaspoonfui of bak- 
ing soda. Putting the flour in warm 
made the cake lighter. If the batter 
seemed too stiff—it 
ought 
to stir 


freely, but not run very readily—a 
little cream was added, mixed with a 
heaping 
tablespoonful 
of 
grated 


chocolate. The cake was allowed to 
rise fifteen minutes, then, baked In 
quick heat. In a paper bag, the same 
end would be gained by setting it on 
the grid shelf inside a sealed bag, 
just as the gas was lighted, turning It 
on only half at first, then increasing 
the heat when the cake had had time 
to rise.
